“tip” early Friday night that the 
race would be run. As a result, he 
spotted patrol cars all along the 
routé the racing cars were sched 
wled to follow. When the racing 
Care crossed the starting line, po 
lice forced them to the side of the 
road, 

Friday's short-lived contest was 
billed as a climax to a similar race 
run @arlier this vear on Thurmond 
Road. That race, however, was 
run without the knowledge of any- 
ene except the participants. 

At the time, i was reported the 
Participants “didn’t want a news- 
paper reporter to tell about the 
race in the paper.” 

The race’ F iday was the first 
one planned fo the four-lane high- 
way mince 1944 when two “sweep- 
stakes” were run there. 


Following publication of results 
ef those two races, the race driv- 
ers moved to Thurmond Road 
where other races were held, The 
scene then was shifted to Buford 
Highway where, in 1945, a race 
ended in the death of J. B. “Bud- 
dv” Bolling.

To Scene 


Acting Gov. Thompson _ took 
steps Friday to forestall possible 
criticism of Georgia justice for 
the method of handling prisoners 
in the slaying of a State Trooper, 
and then denounced the Ku Klux 
Klan for aiding proponents of 
Federal antilynch legislation. 

Thompson ordered two despera- 
does and their women cOmpanions 
returned to the scene of the slay- 
ing of the State Trooper in order 
to prevent possible criticism of 
Georgia justice. He asked Sheritlf 
P. L. Youmans to return the quar- 
tet to Swainsboro from Tattnall 
State Prison at 10 a. m. today. He 
said news stories had indicated 
mob violence was feared, so the 
men were not jailed at Swains- 
boro. 


Held on charges of slaying Gar- 
land Fields, Georgia Bureau of In- 
vestigation Agent in Swainsboro 
Wednesday night, are: Alfred and 
Spence Edwards, Spence’s 18-year. 
old wife, Marie; and a cousin of 
the brothers, Evelyn Lax, all of 
Murfreesboro, Tenn. 

The Acting Governor issued the 
following statement Friday:

Bridges’ ouster does not affect 
his job as President of the Inter- 
national Longshoremen and Ware- 
housemen’s Union (CIO). Under 
CIO rules, he is free to carry out 
any political or foreign policy ap- 
proved by its members. 

Mitrray told reporters that the 
union has a “moral obligation” to 
conform to the executive board’s 
decision but that he will not at 
tempt to force it to do se. The 
post of regional director is filled 
by appointment. 

Bridges’ firing actually was done 
by Allan S. Haywood, CIO Direc- 
tor of Organization, after a long: 
distance telephone conference with 
‘Murray. Now in San Francisco, 
Haywood talked with Bridges 
‘Thursday night but was unable to 
convince him that he should re 
sign. 

Murray handed reporters copies 
»of a letter Haywood wrote Bridges 
outlining the reasons for his dis- 
charge. 

Haywood told Bridges that 
“your vosition leaves me no other 
alternative but to take necessary 
action so that those Who are select- 
‘ed to carry eut CIO policies as 
CIO Regional Directors are sup- 
porting such policies. 

“IT am officially notifying you 
that, effective 
you are relieved of the position of 
CIO Regional Director for North. 
ern California.” 

Bridges’ dismissal had been ex- 
pected ever since the executive 
board indorsed Murray’s proposals 
at a meeting here 42 days ago. 

The longshoremen’s boss led the 
opposition and openly defied Mur- 
ray to enforce either the board’s 
third party or foreign policy de- 
cisions. Since then, he has con- 
tinued to work for Wallace's elec- 
tion and has publicly criticized 
the Marshall program.

ABOUT RED REPORTED ‘SUICIDE ATTEMPT’ 


Czech Justice Minister Fears 
Political Consequences of Talk 


Last Saturday Czechoslovak 
Communists announced the “at- 
tempted suicide” on Friday of 
Prokop Drtina, former Justice 
Minister and their arch-foe who 
had been investigating a Com- 
munist arms plot. 

In the following exclusive 
dispatch, Kingsbury Smith, 
European Manager for Interna- 
tional News Service and veteran 
correspondent, gives the result 
of his direct on-the-spot investi- 
gation of the alleged ‘‘suicide at- 
tempt.”

PRAGUE, March 5—(INS) Pro- 
kop Drtina, former Czechoslovak 
Justice Minister, faced me wanly 
from his hospital bed when |] 
usked: 

“Are your cracked skull, broken 
leg, and other injuries the result 
cf a suicide or assassination at- 
tempt?” 

Drtina looked me 
the eye and said in slow, 
English: 

“A man exposed to political con- 
sequences like me cannot speak 
about accidents.” 

He ernmphasized the word 
dents.” 

My own investigation at Drtina’s 
apartment in a Prague suburb dis 


straight in

‘closed that the 48-year-old anti- 
Communist would have had to 


make a 20-foot flying leap out of 
his second-story apartment win- 
dow, and clear a tree and a fence 
to have attempted suicide. 

Drtina obviously was afraid to 
talk publicly, and especially to an 
American correspondent, about 
the mystery of what happened to 
him or the swiftly-changed politi- 
cal situation in Czechoslovakia 

The brief interview with Drtina 
left me with the definite impres 
sion he feels he still is in danger. 

When 1 called the hospital |! 
was told I could not see Drtina. 
I was told I could not even get 
any information on his condition 


except from the Communist-con- 


trolled Government. 
So I went to the _ hospital, 
slipped in a back door, located 
Drtina’s room and found him bad- 
ly broken in body—but clear in 
mind. His head is bandaged and 
his broken leg is in a cast. 
Before .seeing Drtina, | visited 
the scene of* the alleged “suicide 
attempt” of this man who, while 
Justice Minister, unccvered part 
of an arms cache linked directly 
to Joseph ,osnar, Communist 
Deputy, who was forced to resign. 
Drtina, despite obstruction from 
the Communist Interior Ministry, 
also was hot on the trail of the 
imen—said to be 


Communists—! 


who tried to assassinate Foreign 
Minister Jan Masaryk, himself, 
and another non-Communist last 
September with bomb packages 
sent by mail. 

Two chief assistants of Drtina in 
the investigation have been jailed 
since the Communists took over 
power. 

The Communists say Drtina is 
supposed to have jumped from the 
second floor window of his apart 
ment which is in a rather isolated 
four-story building. 

There still was blood on the side 
street pavement where the Com- 
munists say Drtina landed in his 
“suicide leap.” 

This was the spot 
body of tue unconscious 
was found. 

To reach this spot, Drtina, who 
is not an athlete, would have had 
to clear a tree and a five-foot 
fence which is mounted on a stone 
embankment — in a flying leap 
from only a second-story window. 

Neighbors, obviously scared, 
shook their heads when I asked 
if they thought Drtina attemptec 
suicide. 

Otherwise they were of little 
aid. They said that two nights be 
fore the “accident” a corner street 
lamp was extinguished, plunginr 
the area into pitch darkness. 

Drtina could not have crawled 
through the bushes and over the 
fence if he actually injured him 
self beside the house. There were 
no signs of such a path through 
the bushes. 

Drtina’s aged mother-in-law and 
neighbors said that when police 
entered Drtina’s apartment to cal! 
an ambulance they faund the tele 
phone was dead.

Mangum Dies 
In Chair 
At Tattnall 


After a two-year legal battle, 
James Mangum, 18-year-old Negro, 
died in the Georgia electric chair 
at Tattnall State Prison in Reids- 
ville Friday for criminal assault 
on a 70-year-old white woman in 
Atlanta. 

An exhaustive investigation was 
precipitated by the Fulton County 
Commission and Grand Jury in 
1945 when Mangum was found in 
Shackles at the County reforma- 
tory. The shackles were removed 
and Mangum immediately fed ni- 
trate of soda to the reformatory 
bloodhounds in an attempt to poi- 
son them and escaped. 

A year later, he was arrested 
by Atlanta Dets. M. V. Moss and 
WwW. M. on a larceny 
investigation, together with two 
other Negro youths. The trio sub- 
sequently confessed to assault on 
a dozen white women, the murder 
of another, several burglaries and 
larcenies of automobiles. 

Mangum was tried in the Spring 

1946 and sentenced to the elec- 
tric chair. His case had extended 
to the Georgia Supreme Court, 
once on a habeas corpus hearing 
in UU. S District Court at Bruns 
wick and on two hearings before 
the State Pardon and Parole 
Board. 

One of Mangum’s companions 
was electrocuted in 1946, while 
the other drew a long-term prison 
sentence.

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Emanuel County's Responsibility 


While we view with some trepidation 
Acting Gov. Thompson’s order transfer- 
ring the two accused slayers of a highway 
patrolman and their women companions 
from Tattnall Prison to the jail in 
Emanuel County, scene of the slaying, we 
have utmost confidence that the Acting 
Governor's faith in the law-abiding spirit 
of Georgians will be upheld, and that there 
will be no violence nor threat of violence. 

The Chief Executive’s reasons for or- 
dering the transfer, to take place today, 
are sound. For if prisoners, even those 
accused of murder, are not safe in jails 
near the scene of the crime then much 
ammunition is provided the sponsors of 
antilynching legislation and other meas- 
ures inimical to the best interests of the 
South. 

This is not to imply that Sheriff P. L. 
Youmans is to be criticized for placing 
the accused killers and their companions 
in the State Prison at Reidsville. Rather, 
he is to be commended for taking extra 


precautions to insure the safety of his pris- 
oners. But there is no indication riow 
that feeling is running high enough against 
the alleged killers to generate violence. 

Surely the people of Emanuel and ad- 
joining counties are aware that any un- 
toward action would only blacken the 
name of our State and would serve to 
strengthen the hand of those who are 
sworn against us. Violence would be a 
rallying cry to those who at the moment 
are trying to ram an antilynching bill 
through the National Congress, and who 
consider that measure only a forerunner 
to other force bills of the sort.universally 
despised by Southerners. 

We share Acting Gov. Thompson’s con- 
fidence that Sheriff Youmans and the 
good people of Emanuel, Toombs and Tatt- 
nall Counties will brook no interference 
with the due process of the law. Their 
responsibility today is not to themselves 
alone but to the people of the entire State 
and South as well. 


The Need for Risk Capital 


It is virtually certain now that Con- 
gress will vote a tax reduction as soon as 
high priority legislation is out of the way. 

And it will not be too soon for the over- 
burdened taxpayer. For it is a fact that 
Americans today spend more money on 
government than they do on food, the high 
prices of the latter notwithstanding. Our 
three levels of Government—local, State 
and national—will cost approximately 
$50,000,000,000 this year. 

This being a political year, Congress 
is not apt to act upon the obvious need for 
a thorough revision of our tax structure. 
But sooner or later this problem, which is 
growing more acute each day, must be 
faced forthrightly if our present economic 
system is to survive. 

Already the question of additional capi- 
tal for industry and business for new ma- 
chinery and new buildings is becoming se- 
rious. Though this problem has been cast 
aside as spurious by both the Government 
and Labor, it is a fact that the amount of 
venture capital available in 1947 was just 
about half that of the previous year. In 
1947 there were 151 new stock issues to- 
taling $665,501,000. In the previous year 
there were 369 offerings that brought in 
$1,336,656,000. 

Business and industry, which provide 
jobs for workers, goods for consumers and 
taxes for the Government, can expand 
only as necessary capital is acquired. 
Critics of present record-breaking profits 
of corporations invariably fail to take into 
consideration that dividends paid _ stock- 


despite abnormal prosperity. 


holders during the past two years have 
been only about half those justified by 
earnings. The remainder has gone for ex- 
pansion. 

But this capital from profits is insuf- 
ficient. There is a gap of some $8,000,000,- 
000 to $10,000,000,000 annually at the pres- 
ent rate of available funds between 
needed expenditures and the amount at 
hand. Ordinarily, this deficit would be 
made up by the sale of additional stock 
issues. But it is venture capital that buys 
stock and venture capital now is scarce 
As a result, 
corporations have had to obtain addi- 
tional capital through sale of bonds bear- 
ing a fixed rate of return. Last year, for 
instance, only 26 percent of industry’s 
financial needs was taken up by stock 
sales. The remaining 74 percent was ac- 
counted for by bond sales. And bonds, 
like loans, represent fixed obligations. 
And, as the railroads learned in the 1930s, 
excessive bond issues can be the downfall 
of an industry when times are difficult. 

Excessive taxes, particularly in the up- 
per brackets where the rate rises as high 
as 86 percent, have a direct bearing on this 
stagnation of capital. And the great bulk 
of venture capital which in the past has 
kept the wheels of industry expanding 
comes from incomes of over $10,000. If 
the Government were an avowed enemy 
of capitalism, it could pursue no course 
that would more quickly stifle the system 
than the present haphazard, unrealistic 
method of taxation.

Jim Farley Sobs His Heart Out Again 


James A. Farley has written a book*. 


Or rather he has sobbed his heart out on the shoulder of 


Walter Trohan, of the Washington staff of the Chicago Tribunte. Whereupon, Mr. Trohan. by the al- 
chemy that is peculiar to the Tribune, transformed the sobs into words so effectively that it is sug- 


gested that a better title for the book would be 


But Mr. Trohan is only one of the Farley “sob- 
sisters.’ His twin is none other than the unc- 
tuous Arthur Krock, who out of his omniscience, 
wrote on the letterhead of the New York Times 
Washington Bureau a letter to the putative au- 
thor, giving him, without reservation, absolu- 
tion for every “fact” set forth. This was a truly 
remarkable performance even for Mr. Krock. 
After all, one might ask, how could he under- 
write each and every statement of alleged fact, 
many of which were simply thoughts and con- 
clusions that Mr. Trohan set down in the name 
of Mr. Farlev? One may be permitted to won- 
der whether the sedate and austere- New York 
Times may not squirm a little at the thought of 
Mr. Krock, apparently in its’ name, giving a 
blanket indorsement to Mr. Farley. 


The reading public was given a foretaste 
of the Trohan-Farley pabulur® in a series of 
articles that appeared some time ago in Col- 
lier’s. Whether the Collier’s articles were a 
precise preview of “Jim Farley’s Lament,” or 
whether the Lament is a regurgitation of the 
articles, I do not know. But there can be no 
doubt that both evidence a deep grief on 
Farley’s part over Farley's failure to be- 
come President. 


The effect of the book will be highly unfor- 
tunate on the minds of people who have liked 
Mr. Farley and would like to go on, not only 
liking, but respecting him. Reading the book is 
like seeing a generally well-behaved member of 
the family making a shocking exhibition of him- 
self in the hushed and embarrassed presence of 
family friends.

Failing that, he wished to be Vice President 
on a Hull-Farley or a Garner-Farley ticket, either 
principal candidate being old enough to encour- 
age some hope that if Jim could not win in his 
own right to the White House, he might do so, 
after the manner of Truman, as a successor upon 
resignation or death. This abortive ambition on 
the part of a man who lacked the training, the 
experience and the background for the greatest 
office in the world, is “the clamant overtone of 
Mr. Trohan’s book. Mr. Farley does not seem to 
realize that Coca-Cola, as water, seeks its level, 
which is considerably below that of the Presi- 
dency.

Regarding the South’s future, 
Broughton’s predictions were rosy. 

“For the first time since the 
Civil War,” he said, “we have an 
abundance of local capital. There's 
not a bank in the South that’s not 
bulging with resources. ... We 


have plenty of power, thanks to 
REA and private enterprise... 


and we have more skilled labor 
than ever, because our people 
learned trades in the Army and 
war plants.” 

With “research, vision and 
faith,” he said, the South should 
catch up with the rest of the na- 
tion—economically speaking. 

He stressed the need for “proc- 
essing more of our own products,” 
pointing out that North Carolina 
peanuts often were shipped north 
to be madt into peanut butter. 

Broughton is meeting here 
through today with some 35 other 
members of the Committee of the 
South, sponsored by the National 
Planning Association, to chart 
Southern progress and promote 
agriculture and industry in the 
region.
